A RexMEDY.—In consequence of the poverty
aod anxiety of our people to rally from their
misfortunes, they are disposed to be unsteady
io their purposcs, in engagiog in uosuitable
enterprises and avoidiog agricultural and me-
chanical pursuits; and you will render good der-
vice to your readers by impressing upon them
the necessity of perseverance in any regular
pursuit, and especially vrging the farmers to
stick close to their bysiness avd raisiog a variety
of crops that do pot matcrially interfere with
each other.

This variety of erops will give steady employ-
ment to the laborers, who should be ¢ncouraged
to be constant and conteoted with their homes;
and their fumilies to be made comfortable and
required to give a helping hand at all times. It
is to the wutual interest of owner and em-
ployee to do 8o, to keep up proper discipline,
and to see that u idiers or loiterers are allowed
to pass about the farm dariog work hours.

Whilst we should aiw to diversify crops we
should be careful oot to uodertake uosuitable
crops, or stock breeding, never eogagiog in any
thiog simply because otbers are doiog 8o, who
may be very differently situated. Some should
raise tobacco, whist his next oeigkbor probably
should not. Wheat is a erop for rotation after
oats, and oatsafter ¢oro, and tbus made more
necessary than desirable as a paying crop,
with Western markets opened upon as, Clover
isan improver, and will wix with orchard grass,
or may be sowo alowe, and the land soon to
be broken up, improved, cultivated a year
or two in other crops, acd back to clover again.
Timothy, as & meadow grass on suitable lands,
13 valuable for hay, but 1s an exhauster of land;
1s too late ripeniog to mix with clover tor hay
to an advaotage. Roots of the turnip species
are of great value io winter for stock wheo
green food is not to be bad.

Cattle, sheep and swine of careful selections,
frum brecds adapted to the locality, and well
cared for accordiog to the seasun, will be valu-
able to those so situated as to rear them ad-
vaotageously, affording au income to the farm-
er withcut detriment to the lavd; and often
their gleaving of the fields is of decided ad-
vantage, especially with sheep; still farmors
had better destroy their flocks thao to xraze
into tho grouud youog grasses. When bay is
the crop, what stock they may advantage ously
use six wooths of the year, thcy msy have no
place for in pasturé mowoths, and should seil off
io spriog io sowe form, There isa rapidly io-
creasing interest springing up in sheep, avd as
far as tarmers are sitvated to raise them, let
thew do so, and let there be fifty where there
is oue, and let our people evcourage the use of
wutton in lieu of Western bacon.  Kach farm
er has a share of waste, gleanings, garbage,
&e., to support his éhoats; theo the grass and
harvest field till corn iz in the roastiog-ear
stage, wheo it ischeap food 1o feed it whilst
the stalks and fodder are green enough to be
caten, the latest cors to be used last; theo an
abundaoee tll the year old hogs and upwards
are fat towards Dceember; and with judi-
cions curiog the bacon will justify an average
of teo ceots or moro for purk, and it will be
sweot home-made meat, ivstead of probably
swill-fed hogs of Western distilleries, slaught-
er-pens, and other filthy deposits of food for
swine.

The breeding of horses is of great import-
ance, and much is to be coosidered—-to what
extent aod the kind that should be bred. Io-
stead of sending our mooey to the West for
pampered borses and mules, let each person
attemwpt to raise their own avimals, selecting
fumales with a view to use and breeding. The
colts are raised with but little pereeptible cost,
and from two and € haif years old, by eareful
use, they may pay for their food ; and theo in
B year or more are probably wanted at from
$100 to 3150.

All this requires thought and attention, and
the eggs being well divided in a number of
buskets, their results come 10 like mixed orops
at u timely hour peculiar to them, and thus
throngh the year there is a fresh and varied
oceupation for each one on the farm.

Stock can be increased rapidly, and if good
kinds, the whole surroundiogs improved ; and
there is no section above tidewater in which
this live of policy can not be well followed,
cven io the tidewater distriots,

Whilst a farmer may wish to change off
certain snimals, he may wish to have oth
crs in their stead to suit the season aod the
crops, which way be easily effccted by public
sale days or private treaty; aod it is but a mat-
ter of time that we of Virgivia must be & mized
husbandry people, graziog more and stirriog the
soil less trequent, and theo to a purpose and
with a will, and to retura it to grass, and in
an improved condition.

Now. M;. Editor, let your articles eocourage
this line of policy, and’ let not your readers
catch at each bubble or reality that present
themselves,but select that which seems adapted
for the ‘situation’ in which each one finds him-
self, and let us be employed, that we may the
better avoid opportuoitics to make idle outlays
and waste time in tryiog to find s mode to pay-
1ug our just debts, and thus educate our minds
to find an excuse and a way, we, and those who
are to follow us, can dudge the adjusted debt
of our State, aod thus live more by their wits
than by hooest labor in whatever branch oyr
